While our 
staff of teachers will only be in-

(although now _ distributed in 

three plants), our maintenance 
costs will be almost tripled. Our 
assessed valuation cannot be ex- 
pected to increase as rapidly as 
the increase in enrollment. Strict 
economy will be necessary the 
next few years. 

The district presently has $388,000 
unexpended of proceeds of bond 
issues, plus $2,660,000 of bonds auth- 
orized by the voters but as yet un- 
sold. The only expenditure from 
bond proceeds since the 1948 and 
1949 bond issues were voted was 
$51,612 for the purchase of the Don- 
ohoe property, representing the ex- 
cess of the cost over the $90,000 
which had been set aside in the op- 
erating budget for the acquisition. 

On Oct. 14 the high school Board 
will receive bids on the 7-classroom 
commercial wing addition, the last 
major expansion to go on the pres- 
ent Sequoia campus. The estimated 
cost of this addition is $250,00. Some 
$27,500 is also set aside in bond 
issue money for swimming pool and 
koiler repairs. 

One item reserved in bond fund 
proceeds, a $225,000 new gymnasium 
at Sequoia, has created some con- 
troversy. The Menlo Park-Atherton 
and San Carlos-Belmont high 
schools are being constructed ini- 
tially without either gymnasiums or 
swimming pools. Some persons have 
maintained that these two schools 
should have gymnasiums _ rather 
than building the new larger one 
at Sequoia. The northern and south- 
ern schools presently are to have 
boys’ and girls’ dressing rooms and 
exercise rooms, but physical edu- 
cation classes will have to be held 
outdoors. 

In authorized but unissued bonds 
there is reserved $1,442,000 for 
the Menlo Park-Atherton plant 
and $1,492,000 for the San Carlos- 
Belmont plant. (The larger item 
for the northern school repre- 
sents the additional cost of grad- 
ing necessary to build on the site). 
Both are to be built to an 800- 
student size initially, and to an 
ultimate 1500-student size. The 
1951-52 enrollment at the northern 
school is estimated now as 634, 
while for the Menlo Park school 
the estimate in that year is 847. 


Presumably, the council ty now has made up its mind, hav- 
ing had time to digest the 17 pages of additional information 
provided by the rent committee. The council-committee original 
recommendation against holding a hearing was based on its 
conclusion that no prima facie case for decontrol had been 
presented, that figures submitted were insufficient. 


There is much to be said in favor of a public hearing. It 
will bring out into the open individual cases, both for and 
against lifting of ceilings. It will enable council to hear the 
testimony of both landords and tenants, the former who may 
claim hardships under the controls, the latter who may be 
fearful of unreasonable and unbearable increases in their rent- 
als. 


However, as it has already expressed itself, the council- 
cetnmittee stand is that a petition for a public hearing should 
“set forth facts which constitute a prima facie case for de- 
control.” 

Councilmen failed to find such in the original petition, 
which based the petitioners’ case on a vacancy ratio of 12.6 
per cent in Menlo Park rental units as of Aug. |. It compared 
this figure with a 1940 vacancy factor of 14.56 per cent in 
housing units both for sale and for rent. Council-committee 
found ‘‘no relation’’ between the 1940 and 1949 figures, since 
the 1940 statistics did not reveal the vacancy ratio in rental 
housing alone. 

The supplemental petition of the rent committee which the 
council has had under consideration offers considerably more 
figures. Taken in the light of the rent committee contention 
there is a prima facie case for decontrol, they are indeed in- 
teresting. 

Let’s take a look at them. 

An argument of the rent decontrol group is that there were 
enough vacancies found in its Aug. |] survey to show there no 
longer is a shortage to justify continued controls. !t listed 34 
vacancies reported among rental units of all types. Of these, 
three were in single family dwelling units, or homes. Thirty- 
one were in multiple dwelling units . . . duplexes and apart- 
ments. 

Of the three vacancies in homes, all were in units under 
rent controls. Twelve other such rental units were reported, all 
occupied and also under controls. 

The rent committee concedes that rental properties in 
Menlo Park are predcminately multiple dwelling types, so the 
interesting picture is in the multiple dweling units. Of the 31 
reported as vacant, only four were under controls. The remain- 
ing 27 never had been contrelled, according to the petitioners. 
And, rentals listed for these 27 uncontrolled, unoccupied units 
ranged from $70 to $125 a month. The average rental was $90. 
Most of the units had one bedroom. 

These conclusions can be drawn: There is no appreciable 
evidence of withholding rental units from the market because 
of ceilings . . . a contention made by the rent committee. 
Twenty-seven of 31 vacant multiple units had no “‘lids’’ on 
rentals. Are they, then, vacant because the rentals are too 
high? Can it be because children will not be accepted as ten- 
ants? The latter, incidentally, has not been noted as a factor 

in formal moves for rent decontrol, but we feel it certainly 
plays a part in the rental picture. It would be difficult to con- 
vince a parent who can’t rent living quarters because of having 
children that there is ‘‘no shortage.’’ 


Does the district have the borrow- 
ing capacity to finance the growing 
needs of the high school population? 
I believe that it has as far as we 
can see ahead. At the present time 
the district has a bonded indebt- 
edness of $3,367,000 and a legal debt 
limit of $3,801,000, leaving a margin 
of $434,000. By July 1, 1950, our in- 
debtedness will be reduced by $152,- 
000 of maturing bonds, while the in- 
crease in assessed valuation for 


Zs = next year will probably raise our 
The petition offers some specific camparisons between 


1949 and-1940. As of last Aug. 1, the rent committee found in 
its sample survey 301 housing units for sale and for rent, of 
which 66 were vacant and for sale or rent, or 21.9 per cent. As 
comparison, there are listed 453 such units in 1940, with 66 
vacant and for sale or rent, or 14.56 per cent. 

How 1949 and 1940 are comparable we do not know. The 
petition listed 66 units vacant and for sale or rent in each year. 
But, in 1940... with 66 such vacancies . . . Menlo Park had 
a population of but 3258. And in 1949 . . | with the same 
number of vacancies . . . the population is unofficially set at 
in excess of 10,000, the figure having been based on state 
motor vehicle fund allotments following the Belle Haven- 
Suburban Park annexation of last winter. 

With a population increase of more than 300 per cent, 
there is no more vacant housing tor sale or for rent than 
there was nine years ago when Menlo Park was still some 
distance from its growing pains. 

No shortage? 

If there is a “‘prima facie’’ case for rent decontrol here, 
we fail to see it.
